The  present  membership  of  the  Girls'  Forum  of  Tyler  consists  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  high  school  girls  and  seventy  from  the  Junior  College.  This  organization 
was  established  November  23,  193 1.  The  idea  was  conceived  by  Mrs.  Ernest  Goens, 
president  of  the  Tyler  Woman's  Forum  at  that  time,  and  was  first  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Miss  Adele  Henderson.  The  Girls'  Forum  became  a  member  of  the  Federated 
Clubs  November  1,  1932.  Miss  Elizabeth  was  the  first  president  of  the  Forum  and 
Misses  Sunshine  Neeley,  Martha  Shuford,  and  Mary  Louise  Todd  have  followed 
her  in  the  order  named.  The  president  of  the  Tyler  Woman's  Forum  is  the  town 
sponsor  of  the  Girls'  Forum.  These  sponsors  have  been  Mrs.  Ernest  Goens  and 
Mrs.  Roy  Page.  Faculty  sponsors  are  elected  by  the  members  of  the  Forum  and 
have  been  Miss  Adele  Henderson  (for  two  years),  Miss  Aileen  Griffin,  and  Miss 
Lucia  Douglas. 

In  the  Forum  there  are  ten  clubs  which  meet  weekly  or  bi-weekly.  The  interest 
in  the  Club  is  stimulated  by  worthwhile  educational  programs  presented  every  month. 

Its  constitution,  written  and  adopted  in  1931,  gives  the  purpose  of  the  organiza- 
tion: "Through  congenial  activity  we  aim  to  foster  the  development  of  our  better 
selves  in  order  to  become  better  members  of  society."  A  spirit  of  friendliness  and 
cooperation  has  been  developed,  eliminating  any  rivalry  which  may  have  previously 
existed  between  the  various  clubs.  The  executive  board,  which  consists  of  the  officers, 
the  sponsor,  the  committee  chairman  appointed  by  the  president,  and  the  presidents  of 
the  clubs  within  the  Forum,  constitutes  the  business  body  of  the  organization.

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A  PAGE  FROM  THE  DIARY 

OF  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  STUDENT 

November  19,  1934. 


PULLED  out  of  bed  shortly  after  eight,  fired  up  the  old  bus  and  rushed  to  college. 
Gulped  down  a  Coca-Cola  and  a  bar  of  candy  at  the  pharmacy.  Rushed  to  library 
to  gather  (from  classmates)  a  small  portion  of  knowledge  on  my  various  subjects. 
Amid  the  rustling  of  paper  and  shuffling  of  feet,  I  could  hear  an  occasional  remark  such 
as,  "Hello,  Judge,  how  are  you  this  fine  morning;  as  I  live  and  breathe!"

THE  Apache  Mansos  decided  last  year,  after  being  convinced  that  nothing  could  be 
more  symbolic  of  the  constant,  never-failing  progress  of  our  school,  to  donate  as  a 
gift  from  their  tribe,  a  tom-tom.  It  is  this  tom-tom — this  symbol  of  constancy,  to 
which  all  true  Apache  ears  reverently  turn,  to  which  all  true  Apache  hearts  vigorously 
stir,  and  about  which  all  true  Apache  tribes  can  proudly  boast. 

It  is  of  little  importance  to  the  reverent  Apache  that  it  was  constructed  by  stretch- 
ing two  pieces  of  plain  cow  hide  tightly  over  the  ends  of  what  was  once  an  old  nail 
keg.  In  the  imaginative  mind  of  the  Apache,  he  can  see  Indian  squaws,  braves,  and 
papooses  quietly  seated  around  a  glowing  fire  smoking  the  pipe  of  peace  with  the  tom- 
tom in  their  midst.  It  has  come  to  connotate  all  the  characteristics  and  symbols  of 
Indian  life  and  consequently  all  the  traditions  of  our  Apache-land. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  or  not  the  council  which  presented  this  gift  to  the  school 
realized  at  the  time  how  valuable  it  would  become,  but  it  is  certain  that  those  Apache 
tribesmen  which  leave  our  reservation  will  find  the  tom-tom,  with  its  enchanting,  un- 
changing rhythm  hard  to  forget.  The  tribesmen  love  their  tom-tom  not  for  what  it 
is  but  for  what  it  stands  for — the  faith,  loyalty,  and  strength  it  symbolizes,  the  dignity 
it  retains,  and  the  respect  it  inspires  and  promotes.
